Rabbits were 
Introduced Into Australia to provide 
food In regions where, food was 
scarce: rabbits are now a plague, 
doing more damage than good, and 
costing the people of thst country 
large sums to keep them down, be¬ 
cause the Introduction of the rabbit 
upeet the balance of nature. 

"In Central and Western Canada a 
big drive was mads against coyotes 
and hawks, which resulted In the 
rabbits and gophers becoming a 
menace to agriculture, causing large 
sums to he expended as bounties for 
the destruction of these pests. A 
similar drive against crows In South¬ 
ern Okanagan caused an Increase In 
the number of locusts, assuming tbe 
proportions of a plague. All these 
are Instances of upsetting the balance 
of nature by people who did so with 
good intentions, but having no Idea 
what the final result would be. 

"This problem of the Introduction 
of foreign plants Is. from a natural¬ 
ist’s point of view, liable to cause 
complications. They may prove to 
be food plants of undesirable Insect 
pests, or they may overrun the coun¬ 
tryside and make otherwise beautiful 
plants a nuisance; such as the peo¬ 
ple of New Westminster found when 
some one started broom on the va¬ 
cant lots. Now they wish they could 
get rid of It. as It la cropping up on 
the boulevards and other undesirable 
places. These Introduced plants may 
act as hoeta of fungus di s ease s . 

“I observe seeds in the package of 
what appear to be some of the Cruel- 
ferae. Many of the noxious weeds 
belong to this family, and the chief 
harm they do lies in their acting as 
heats for fungi, which attack agri¬ 
cultural crops. 

"I Heartily approve of the beautifi¬ 
cation of our public-Highways, par¬ 
ticularly In places Sr here the crea¬ 
tion of the highway has marred the 
natural beauty along the roadside. I 
admire the enthusiasm of all public 
organisations willing to assist In such 
laudable work, bijt I think they are 
making a great mistake in scattering 
seeds of plants which roay^s found 
in any part of the northern hemis¬ 
phere. r ' I think they would attain 
theif^'dblect without causing compli¬ 
cations by the use of seeds of native 
plants, and visitors will see In British 
Columbia something different to what 
they are accustomed in other parts 
of the Dominion. 

"I feel glad thst the farmers* Insti¬ 
tutes are alive to this danger of In¬ 
troducing foreign seeds to be scat¬ 
tered along our roadside*, where they 
can spread into adjacent land, and I 
would be glad to hear that the pub¬ 
licity organisations have revised 
their methods and that they will de¬ 
vote their time to the dispersal of 
seeds of native shrube and trees

* the plan recommended by the wgter 
the sale of water to Saanich will be approved by the 
City Council when it is submitted to it next Mon¬ 
day. It already has been approved by the Council 
of Saanich, and the way has thus been opened for the 
settlement of a matter which haa been disturbing the 
relations betweaa the two municipalities for a long 
time. Under this plan Saanich will contract with 
iht city cn the basis of monthly bulk consumption, 
with a rebate of twenty per cent, on tbe amount used 
in excess of 15,000,000 gallons, thirty per coat, on 
the amount over 35,000,000 gallons. 

This proposal is expected to provide special term, 
for the users of water for agricultural purposes This 
is an important consideration which concerns this city 
at least as much as it concerns Saanich. In its own 
interest, if for no other object. Victoria should do 
everything within its power to stimulate the produc¬ 
tion of the fertile acre, in the peninsula, and the pro¬ 
vision of special terms in tbe price of water for agri¬ 
cultural purposes is one way of doing it. 

The cost of these concessions to the taxpayer, 
of Victoria is trivial, particularly in the light of the 
advantages derived by them from the promotion of 
production in the neighboring district. This prin¬ 
ciple should be applied to the encouragement of other 
forms of industry wherever possible. The best way 
to bring taxes down in Victoria is to create fresh 
sources of wealth and put more money in circula¬ 
tion, and cheap water is very essential to the de¬ 
velopment of these conditions.

A DEBATE ON THE PRONUNCIATION 
of English between Mr. St. John C.

On Wednesday 
night they debated the whole aubject in public in 
London. 

In hi, early article, which dealt with "the 
dreadful malady known a, the ’Oxford voice,' ’’ Mr. 
Ervine took t particular dig at thote "murderer, of 
English" who would no doubt coiuider this to be 
the "polate" or “refaned” voice. He wa, called over 
the coala by numerou, correspondent, because he said 
the Pope had declared that he invariably understood 
English more eerily when spoken by American, than 
by English people. One woman, however—most of 
thow who agreed with Mr. Ervine’, view, were men 
—related how she had heard girl, in Scotland saying 
"fave" for "five." Thi, wa, no surprue to the 
enemy of the "polate” voice, and he came right back 
and said that ihete girl, “were either educated in Eng¬ 
land or were pretending that they were” because "all 
the pretentious 'polateoeu,' wherever we hear it, ia 
a sign of snobbery and ill-breeding or, at beat, of 
tloyenly education.” 

All will agree with Mr. Ervine that the Engluh 
language is a beautiful language, and “we shall be 
poor servant, of our race if we allow it to be cor¬ 
rupted by empty-minded snobs."

-Gens and Nelson etch won (or 
dgJttM) the lightweight champion¬ 
ship twice and scrapped for It three 
times before age, coupled with the 
Battler's relentless mauling, ruled 
Qana out of further competition. 

Ring records show Gans took the 
title from Frank Ernie In 1902. They 
also show be refused to ntake the 
131-pound weight and popular ver¬ 
dict gave the title to Jimmy Britt of 
California, who subsequently lost It 
to Bat Nelson in 1905. 

Oans finally, quit his campaign 
aaMpng 4hn •wtltnrwdghu and fought 
Nelson for the nhampleftshlp m 1904 
In Goldfield, Nev.. winning on a foul 
In forty-two rounds. 

That stamped Oans as the real 
king of the lightweight class. But 
age was already beginning to make 
its inroads upon him. He was thirty- 
four years old—almost senility in 
the ring game—and had been a 
familiar figure in the roped , circle 
tot almost eighteen yarn*. f 

TbS, Old gent with the scythe con¬ 
quered the vetejap Joq at Ban Fran¬ 
cisco July A. JIM, when Nelson bat¬ 
tened him Into Insensibility in the 
«mysntsenth round. Ring followers 
saw It coming almost from the be¬ 
ginning. The bulldog Dane, showing 
amaslng stamina, forced the fight 
all the way, constantly swinging his 
arms, watching for an opening, bat¬ 
tering at the guard of the colored 
fighter. 

In tha iwelth Oans was dropped

to the canvas three times and took 
the maximum allotment each time. 
Gans made his last rally In the four¬ 
teenth. crashing into Nelson time and 
again with his famous short-arm 
wallops. They didn’t have tha ellgh- 
eat effect on the nigged Dana. Oans 
told his seconds whsn he went to hla 
corner at (ha end of that skirmish 
They sent him out again to the 
slaughter with encouraging com¬ 
ment. 

Three times Gans mopped the can¬ 
vas in the seventeenth before he was 
finally counted out A left to the 
pit of the stomach sent him down 
for the third time. 1 

After the fight Oans announced he 
was through “One fight too many." 
he said. “Old age will tell." 

But It didn’t speak loud enough for 
Joe Oana He met Neleon for the 
third time at Calm*. Jnat outside of 
Ban Francisco, on September 4 of 
the same year. 

This time Gans lasted twenty-one 
rounds, but for the second time he 
succumbed to the battering-ram 
tactics of Nelson—and to the contin¬ 
ued inroads of nge. 

Nelson fought the same fight he 
had employed so successfully In the 
July bout, working constantly on the 
body And carrying* the fight always 
to his less vigorous foe. 

Gans lost heart after the ninth 
round, when hla punebea appeared 
to have no effect at all on the white 
man He continued to loee, ground 
steadily until the twenty-first when 
a rain of blows to hla Jaw and body 
put him on the floor. Glaas-eyed. 
he watched Referee Eddie Smith 
count him out too far gone even 
to know what was going on.

That Roaalan Influence undoubtedly 
cnuaod much of the labor disorder In 
.China, and that - the agitation and 
feeling against the British interest* 
there were fostered by the Russian 
Hovlet was the opinion of J. Zakin, 
representing the Compaxnte Generate 
de Commerce Agricole et Industrie!, 
a big French Importing house, who 
passed through Victoria aboard the 
President Jackaon on hla way to 
Paris from the Orient yesterday 
morning. t 

Mr. Zakin asserted that Russia and 
Japan probably had hidden Interests 
In China at the present time and that 
many believed they were foetorlng 
the causes of Chinese warring fac¬ 
tions et the present time. 

Political relations between France 
end China were of the best.^ind trade 
was brisk, he said. To FYance 
China shipped vast quantities of tea 
and France in return shipped Its pro¬ 
ducts to China. He was IntereMted 
In the wine and perfume exportation 
particularly. In the one direction and 
Ic the Importation of tea in the 
olher. China tea was used ex¬ 
tensively In‘France, he said. It was 
from Hunkow and Hhanghai that the 
bulk of this produce was shipped. 

In the three months he had spent 
In the Orient M. Zakin had seen much 
to arouse his fears for the well-being 
of China. He believed that the 
trouble there would lost Indefinitely 
It wua Impossible to aay when' It 
would be terminated. Union could 
only be brought about in one of 
two ways, he said. Fllther the coun¬ 
try must unite to face a common 
danger or else one faction or the 
other would have to attain lust su¬ 
premacy by obliterating all Ibe 
other*. The situation wu* one which 
was far beyond the most able states¬ 
men of the Orient. 

M. Zakin anticipate* an early re¬ 
turn to the Orient for he has con¬ 
nections there which may become 
strained on account of the unrest 
and political ructions.
